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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: It was noted 
that although the specification provides support for transferring liquid from cell to cell, it does not disclose transferring 
horizontally per se. In order to place the application in condition for allowance , it was agreed to delete the newly 
added "horizontally" limitations in claims 38,40,42,53, and 54 and clarify cell structure in Claims 38,42, and 53 to 
include "with vertical walls between adjacent cells" This cell structure limitation overcomes Nelles '368. Additionally, 
claims 50 and claims 55 were cancelled , since they recited a limitation similar to the vertical wall limitation recited in 
claims 38,42,53. Additionally, claims 56 and 58 were amended to depend from the independent claim and not 
cancelled claims 55 and 50, respectively.
